LONGEVITY IN 


Tropical 


Races 5 Ate Shown to Be 
Much Longer Lived. 


Because in tropical countries more 
decayed vegetable matter is found and 
in consequence more miasma, the idea 
has become popular that only vigorous 
health and long life are. likely in 
northern latitudes where ‘frost now 
and then asserts itself. The fact that 
-hunianity matures much earlier in 
| trepical-climes seems -to-warrant-the 
conclusion that it must necessarily 
perist much earlier. Dr. Lugi Sam-
